ed in the interval," the note read.

Charles H. Alger Shows From Own 
Experience as Land Owner That 
Farming Shows Deficit This Year 


W HEAT AS ONE E X A M P L E 


Charles* II. Alger, 425 North P e r­ 
kins street, who owns farm land in 
Jackson 
township, 
has figured out 
from his own experience that at pre­ 
sent prices, tile farm er loses money. 
As the owner of 
the 
land, 
he re­ 
ceives one half- and his deductions 
are as follows: 
One-half of 879 bushels of wheat 
a t $1.08 a bushel amounts to $439.66 
One-half of 739 bushels of rye at 95 
cents a bushel 
amounts 
to $360. 
One-half of 468 bushels of oats at 
twenty-five cents 
a 
bushel, 
$117. 
One-hah of 150 bushels 
of barley 
at 60 cents a bushel, $45. One-half 
of 150 acres of corn at 35 cents a 
bushel, $1,312.60. 
The total of his 
receipts from the farm is $2,774.82. 
After deducting one-half for seeds, 
fertilizer, and thrashing, there is a 
balance of $1,843.36. The taxes paid J 
by Mr. Alger amounted to $2,008, 
leaving a deficit of $164.64. 
Having been a miller himself, Mr. 
Alger 
points out that it takes five 
bushels of wheat to make one barrel 
of good grade Hour, or eight sacks 
containing 192 pounds.

sizes 
and shapes 
of 


Stamped envelopes. Thus the Gov^ 
ernment really encouraged the' use 
of ..-numerous and unnecessary sizes 
of letters. Recently,' however, the 
Department has discontinued 
the 


manufacture of five sizes and will 
discontinue their sale when stocks 
remaining on hand have become ex- 
hausted. This -will leave six different 
sizes of envelopes supplied by the 
Government wtth stamps attached. 
Quite likely experience will show 
that.even this number can be re- 
duced; without causing any incon- 
venience .to the public and with in- 
creased efficiency in the •handling of 
the mail.

sent prices, the fanner loses money^

One-half of 879 bushels of wheat 


at $1.08 a bushel amounts to $439.66 
Onerhalf of 739 bushels of rye. at 95 
cents a bushel amounts ;to $360. 
One-half of 468 bushels of oats at 
twenty-five cents 
a- bushel, j?117. 


One-half of 150 bushels' of barley 
at 60 cents a bushel, $45. One-half 
of 150 acres of corn at 35 cents a 
bushel, $1,312.60. The total of his 
receipts from the farm is" $2,774.82. 
After deducting one-half for seeds, 
fertilizer,' and thrashing, there is a 
balance of $1,843.36. The taxes paid 
by Mr. Alger amounted to $2,Q08, 
leaving a deficit of $164.64.
